The Dairen 
advisory group directs the activities of Soviet agents in South forea gnd 
in Japan and mainteins constant liaison with the Soviet military advisory 
group ‘n North Korea. 


3. The Soviet military advisory group in Canton directs activities of Soviet 
agents in Scuth China and Southeast Asia, and maintains liaison with the 
Soviet military delegation to Fo Chi Minh in French ‘ndochina. This group 
originally consisted of ebout ten men heated by Chtia-so-no-sgu<chi 
oe 3 Et Fe. )(? Sasonovich), all cf whom lived on the seventh floor 
of the Ojkwan (ae Fe) lotel., In April 1950 more then a hundred Soviets 
joined the Canton advisory group. some, however, transforred to Yuanan and 
Kweiohow Provinces in early May. The others live in the isin Hua (f %) 
and Pei Kung ({9 238) hotels and the former UNRRA building. = 


l,. -The Soviet naval advisory group in Tsingtao is responsible for the toaining 
program of the Communist vaval academy in Taingtao. This zroup consists of 
twenty-five mombers, one of whom is Chi-chi-yu-fu (FE 15 & (2? Shychevev) .ssaee 


5. The Soviet air force delezation headed by Nousky** maintains ils neadquartefs 
in Peiping. It is responsible for training Chinese Comrunists in aviation, 
and for construction and reoair of Chinese eirfields and airfield installations. 
The delezati n consists of about 3,00G men divided ‘nto three teams: staff 
officers, aviation training, and technical personnal. Members of the deletaticon 
are stationed in Shanghai, Nanking, Huuchow, Taingtao, Ningso, uschang, Hankow, 
and Centon. 


fe The Soviet News Azency TA35 has branches in Peiping and Shanghai and is 
opezing’ Oranches in Sanking, Chungking, Tientsin, and Canton. “he Peiping 
branch headed by V.8. Rogov is the leadinz branch in Chine. Chief of the 
Skanghai branch, \.F. Yakshamin,*** is in charve of Soviet propaganda in 
China. A number of PaSi correspondents who have just arrived in China also 
serve as advigors and teonriicians to the Chinese Comrunists. 
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7. The “oscow Pecple’s (Harodny) Bank now has a branch with sub-offices in 
Paiping, and a branch in Tientsia in addition to its branch in Shanghai. 
The Chinese Communist government bank represents this bank in south China.
